HUNTINGTON, Ind., Dec. 4 . — A citizfn 
of this, (Huatingtou,) county is just now 
living on the edge of a great fortune. 
Last summer while returning from the 
G. A. B. encampment at San Francis- 
co, Mr. Frank Sprinkle, a merchant in 
the small village of Bracken, in the 
northern part of the county, stopped 
in a mining district, and while there in- 
vested S25 in a claim, another putting in 
the same amount. 
Mjr. Sprinkle came 
on home, and has since pursued the 
even tenor of his former life. 
A few 
days ago, however, he was suiprised to 
receive a letter from his partner, in 
which he advised Mr. Sprinkle to come 
out at once if he wanted to sell his inter- 
est in the claim, as he had been offered 
S300,000 for it.

Mr. William H. Miller and Conductor

Into Eternity. 


Mr. William H. Miller died at 9 
o'clock, this morning, at his home on 
the west side. 
He has been a great

A REMARKABLE ESCAPE. 


Among the many galLmt oflBcers whom 
the State of New York gave to the Union 
army was Captain John F. Porter, of the 
Fourteenth Iteglment New York Volunteer 
Cavalry. 
It was not my good fortune to 
meet him until April, l«ol, altbough we 
were both serving in the Department of the 
Gulf, and on the .^ame day. June 14, 1863, 
each of us had an experience before the 
Confederate citadel of Tort Hudson, the 
memory of which will be life-long. 
Mine 
related to the sanguinary and unsuccessful 
assault, when the columns of Grover and 
Weitzel were hurled against those impreg- 
nable fortifications; his to a captivity there 
begun, which, with his subsequeut experi- 
ence in Richmond, and his daring and 
wonderful escape, will make a narrative 
which the whole unpublished records of 
individual heroism in the great struggle 
may be well challenged to excel. He biears 
the remarkable distinction of having been 
the first Union officer who escajjed from 
Libby Prison. Captain Porter is as modest 
as daring; and, well knowing that the nar- 
witive would always remain unpublished if 
he were depended iipon to write it, his old 
friend and comrade prays him to t;ike no 
offense if he essays the' task, putting the 
narrative in the first person, as its intense 
interest seems to demand: 


Early on the morning of June 111 was 
Bent out with my company up the Jacksou 
road, to watch for the appearance of the 
enemy's cavali-y, it being expected that 
they would take advantage of our assault 
on the works to make a dash at our lines. 
About two miles up the road we were sud- 
denly surrounded and taken prisoners by a 
battalion of gray-coats who daf-hed out of 
the woods on both sides of the road. 
I 
regret that the limits which are prescribed 
for this account will not permit me to relate 
the hundred interesting incidents of that 
day, when I was held a captive, with my 
company, almost iu sight of the Union 
attacking columns, and listened to the 
clamor of the assault; nor the incidents of 
the following two weeks, as we were slowly 
transported to liichmond in close and filthy 
cattle-cars. 
I find it necessary to save 
space by beginning, at once, with my con- 
finement in the Libby; first mentioning 
that before we were searched there in the 
woods, near Port Hudson, I was fortunate 
enough to be able to secrete beneath the 
buttons of my coat three double eagles 
that were in my pocket. 
To these three 
gold pieces, and the forethought that sug- 
gested their concealment, 1 was finally 
indebted, in a great measure, for m\' es- 
cape. 


At the time when the doors of the old 
tobacco wa"Hhouse closed upon me almost 
two hundred Union ofiicers were inside it, 
of every grade, from Brigadier down. 
They had been captured in eveiy part of 
the military situation, represented every 
loyal State, and all arms of the service, 
and had collectively fought iu the greatest 
battles of the war. up to that tirjiiy^Those 
of the number who are best known 
to 
fame 
were 
General 
Neal 
Dow, 
Colonel Streight, and Lieutenant Colouel 
Ifvine. 
We were 
confined 
in 
large» 
rooms up-stairs, with guards in the balls, 
guards outside, and a regular visit and 
roll-call twice a day by the commandant. 
What I saw and heard in that place would 
fill a book. 
That I sutVered. I need not 
say; bad food, and little of it; bad air, 
filth, vermin, and the dreary, irksome con- 
finement, need hardly be named in proof 
of that. 
Yet our captivity was somewhat 
lightened by the friendships that grew up 
within those dreary walls. Those of us who 
were confined in the same room could talk 
together, although subject 
to 
constant 
watch. 
Some of us worked very cautiously 
for a long time to remove several bricks 
from the partition-wall between us and the 
next room, when we could stealthily con- 
verse with its occupants. 
In ¿bis waj' I 
discovered some old friends, and cheered 
myself and them by giving and receiving 
information from home. 


During the first few months of mj' im- 
prisonment, there was very little whisper- 
ing among us on the subject of escape. 
The season progiessed; and when General 
Meade withdrew from Mine Hun, we un- 
derstood that there was to be an invest- 
ment of Richmond that winter. 
Then our 
hopes and our talk turned to that will-o'- 
the-wisp, "exchange." Ah, how man^^ poor 
hearts grew sick and weaiy, how many 
brave men have died, waiting for that hope 
deferred! Time passed; there v^as no ex- 
change; we realized that we must not put 
great faith in the ability of our Govern- 
ment to liberate us. After this, over our 
miserable rations, or in the darkness of 
winter nights, as we lay shivering on the 
cold floor, sustaining our drooping spirits 
with what fortitude we could command, we 
began to consult together about the chances 
of escape, and to watch narrowly by day 
for some way to accomplish it. 
Our wits 
were sharpened by hunger and suffering, 
and still more by that yearning for liberty 
that is all in all to the poor prisoner; and 
every plan that offered the faintest gleam 
of hope was examined and discussed, be- 
fore one was finally adopted. 


One of the incidents of our imprison- 
ment, which occurred before our plan of 
escape was matured, I can never recall 
without a <iuickened pulse. 
All the Cap- 
tains among the priiioners were one dav 
ordered into a room together—some fifty of 
us. 
There we v/ere met by Major Turner, 
the commandant, who produced a cigar- 
box containing paper slips, each bearing 
the name of one of us. 
He informed us 
that two of us were to be selected by lot for 
immediate execution, in retaliation for the 
hanging of two Confederate Captains as al- 
leged spies, by General Burnside. What our 
emotions were upon this announcement, I 
shall not attempt to describe; who could 
describe them? The first name drawn was 
that of Captain John W. Sawyer. The brave 
fellow stepped aside, folded his arms, and 
looked at 'l umer with a defiant smile. The 
commandant looked at the next slip drawn, 
and hesitated, 


"What the deuce is this name, anyway?" 
he said. 


We stood waiting iu sickening suspense. 
"Let's see," he continued. 
Captain 


B 
Is thatB? 
No, J.; J. F. 
, 


and now what next—P? 
" 


My exact initials! 
Had the halter been 
that instant put round my neck, and the 
trap sprung beneath my feet, my mental 
tortures could not have been 
greater. 
There was no other among the fifty with 
those initials; I knew it, for I had listened 
attentively to the roll-call that preceded 
the drawing. 
But I forbear to say more of 
my feelings in that moment; the agony of 
a lifetime wan crowded into them. 


Major Turner went on with his efforts to 
zead the name.

the dreadful anfniish of soul endored for 
their coontiy, can confit anything in the 
making of heross, they sorely should be 
honored as such. 
Thoof^ they were never 
executed, tLey lived for weeks inthe hourly 
expectation of the'summons to go out to 
their death. Bravely did they endure it! 
On leaving the prison they were taken be- 
fore General Winder, the commandant bf 
the city,' who ordered them confined in 
ii-ons. This they suffered for several weeks, 
until the liichmond authorities were in- 
formed by our War Department that two 
Confederate officers of high rank, includ- 
ing one of t^e Lee family, who were then 
prisoners, were held as hostages for these 
men, and would certainly share their fate. 
Then the irons were removed, and the day 
of the execution was indefinitely deferred. 
They were at last returned to the Libby; 
and it was a joyful greeting that their old 
comrades gave them. 


Another remarkable incident which hap- 
pened before any attempt at escape was 
made, was the release of Lieutenant Colonel 
Ir\Tn, of the Tenth N. Y. Cavalry. 
It was 
as unexpected to him as to any of us, and 
happened in a singular way. John Mor- 
gan's Adjutant General had been some time 
before this captured in Kentuckj', and 
taken to Washington. His name I do not re- 
member; but he was a Lieutenant Colonel, 
and was fortunate enough 
to discover 
old friends among high militaiy authorities 
at Washington. 
On his word of honor 
that he would procure the exchange of an 
Union officer of l;ke rank for him-;elf, or, 
failing in that, would himself retmn to 
captivity, he was released from the Old 
Cu ntol Prison, and sent by flag-of-truce to 
Richmond. 
The result was the release 
and exchange of Lieutenant Colonel Irvine. 
I shall not attempt to paint the scene when 
one of the prison officers entered one morn- 
ing in January, and, calling for Colonel 
Irvine, communicated the 
good 
news, 
and bade him get ready to leave at once. 
We crowded around him; we wrung his 
hands, some with tears in their eyes, con- 
gratulating him on his good fortune, and 
bidding him not to forget us. 


"You may be sure I will not," the good- 
hearted and brave man replied. 
"I'll not 
let them alone in Washington till they do 
something for you." 


None of the inmates of the Libby at that 
time have ever doubted that the Colonel did 
all that man could do for us. 
Upon his 
urgent request Secretary Stanton made him 
a special agent of exchanges, and he trav- 
eled several times from Washington to City 
Point to effect our liberation. 
It was no 
fault of his that his negotiations failed. 
One day a letter was handed into our room 
from Colonel Irvine, written at City Point. 
He told us how he had labored for us, and 
that he saw no present hope. "But keep 
up j'our courage,' he concluded, "and await 
the logic of accomplished events." 


From that moment the thoughts of all of 
us were turned more ardently toward our 
plan of escape. 
It was a good plan, and 
met with a surprising degree of success, 
considering the difficulties under which it 
was prosecuted. 
But I soon discovered 
that the plan of my comrades could not be 
mine. Long before I saw the outside of 
the prison, the famous "underground tun- 
nel" was commenced; in fact, 1 worked at 
it frequently myself by night, being willing 
to give my comrades the benefit of my labor 
while I was with them, though the work 
was 
not 
likely 
to be of 
any use 
to me. 
At the time of my capture I 
had received a wound from a carbine- 
ball in the leg which was so slight as to 
give nie no trouble •^ill some weeks after I 
reached the Libby. something aoigravated 
it—bad air or water, or the debility of the 
system under confinement—and it became 
sore and inflamed. 
This lasted for some 
time, and then the leg gi-ew better; but my 
night-labors with the others on the tunnel 
developed its weakness, and I perfectly re- 
alized that I was not vigorous enough to 
take my chances with them in the wild and 
despornte flight, and that I should surely 
lag behind and be recaptured by the cavalry 
patrols. 
An effort "on my own hook," 
therefore, before the general break, was 
what I decided upon. 


liut what hope could I possibly have of 
getting outside the prison, past all these 
guards? 
And what hope of evading re- 
capture, if I did? 


I suppose that, considering the condition 
of my leg, any of my comrades would have 
pronounced my chance of escape the very 
poorest of the lot. 
It so ap})eared to me; 
and, looking back now upon the wonderful 
combination of circumstances that helped 
nie through, it '-eems as if ilwas an attempt 
that could not succeed once in ten thonsa-ul 
times. 


I was standing by the grated window, oue 
day, looking out into the yard, waiting till 
one of the sentinels below should see me 
and order lue away, when a lady passed on 
the other sid3 of the street, followed by a 
negro. 
She saw me at the window, and 
with a <]uick motion of her hand put aside 
her shawl, giving me a glimpse of a small 
Union flag in the bosom of her dress, in- 
stantl}- covering it again. 
It was a pleas- 
ant and unusual incident; but I did not 
dream of hearing more of it. 
Less than a 
week after, a negro was allowed to come in 
among us to sell fruit; and I recognized in 
him the same who was following the lady. 
We had many opportunities to exchange 
money with the guard«, and I had long be- 
fore broken one of my gold-pieces. 
I 
ottered the negro purveyor a Confederate 
bill: he looked me in the face, and with a 
significant grin handed me a large sweet 
potato. 
The guards were always watching 
us at such times: but this transaction, 
wliich was certainly a mystery to me, did 
not excite their suspicions. 
When both 
guard and negro were gone, I examined the 
])otato. 
Contained in a cavity in the cen- 
ter of it was a small piece of writing paper, 
folded into the smallest possible compass. 
It was closely written, and without signa- 
ture; stating'that the writer was an Union 
woman who had tried to attract the atten- 
tion of prisoners at the windows when the 
sentinels were not observing her. 
Minute 
directions vv^ere given for finding her house; 
and the writer stated that, although she 
could not help any of us out of the prison, 
if the officer to whom this note might be de- 
livered could succeed in getting out and 
coining to her, she would promise him the 
safest concealment. 


Upon reading this unexpected message 
of hope, a i)lau took instant and definite 
shape in my brain. 
It was simply to col- 
lect together articles enough to make the 
uniform oi: a Confederate soldier, put them 
on, and, with such other disguise as I could 
assume, to walk boldly out of the prison! 


Tt was not so difficult to obtain this kind 
nf clothing as might be supposed. 
As our 
uniforms in which we were captured wore 
out, and as cold weather came on, those of 
us who had money were accustomed to 
purchiise garments of the Confederate gray 
from the negroes or guards to whom we 
had accjss; and the necessity of the case 
was so .ipparent that there was neither 
suspicion nor interference on the jiart of 
the officers of the prison. 
I made niy plan 
known to some of my comrades, and with 
their help, and the use of my cherished 
gold-pieces, it was not long before I had 
a complete uniform for a Confederate pri- 
vate stowed away behind the bricks at the 
corner of the room. 
Next I bought a 
razor and a pair of scissors—for even-these 
could be got with money, of the hucksters 
that were occasionallv admitted to the 
prison. 
On the night before the morning 
that I had fixed for my bold attempt, I lay 
down with the bundle of clothing under 
my head, and tried in vain to sleep. 
Long 
before daylight I was up; nobody else was 
astir in the room, but I heard the guards 
tramping back and forth in the halls. 
I 
went to the window, and, trusting a great 
deal to the sense of feeling, I sheared 
off my luxuriant hair, beard, and drooping 
mustache, and with the aid of a small 
piece of soap and some water that was left 
in my can I made a lather and shaved my 
face. 
Then with some ink lent me by a 
comrade I dyed my eyebrows; and . taking 
off and concealing my old clothes I put on 
tM gmt viiifoi^, butfaming th^ coat up to 
iM^Ui^Oifttljiilglkitoolclfl» aa 
^ 


fi^d bajoiief. I walked straight up to 
him. ^emarkinjt, ''There's enough. here 
without me." He stepped aside and al- 
lowed me to pass mthout a word. With a 
: fb:m step I walked through the hal^ and 
' descended the stairs. 
I observed that he 
; looked after me caielessly. 
In the hall 
\ below I passed another guard; he looked at 
' me, but said nothing. 
Acting in exact 
i pursuance of the plan I had marked out, 
! I stopped at the prison office at the end of 
thé lower hall, and asked the clerk the time. 


"Nearly seven," ho replied, looking at the 
clock, and then indifferently at me. 


He did not know me, and never sus- 
pected that the man before him was other 
than what he seemed to be; and yet—so 
astounding 
were 
the 
incidents 
of 
my escape—I instantly recognized 
in 
this clerk an 
old 
friend 
of 
ante- 
bellum 
days 
in 
New 
Y'ork 
city, 
who had come South, where his sympathies 
lay, when war became imminent!"I thanked 
hi'm, and, turning to leave the office, met 
Major Turner at the door. 
I promptly sa- 
luted him; he relumed it, and on I went, 
between the muskets at the outer door, 
past the sentinels^ and the relief-guard, 
some of whom were waiting for their 
breakfast near by—nobody challenging me, 
nobody appeflring to imagine that I was 
other than an orderly Irom the prison, go- 
ing on some early errand. 
In two minutes 
I had turned corners enough to remove me 
from sight of the Libby. 
I hurried along 
with no other thought than to get outside 
the city as fast as possible, forgetting for 
the time both the weakness of my leg and 
the promise of the Union lady. 
Near the 
eastern submbs of the city I stopped at a 
negro quarter; and, knowing from previous 
experience the fidelity of the blacks to the 
Union cause. I did not hesitate to disclose 
myself to a venerable darky, and ask for 
directions. 


"You'll nebber get out dis way. sah," he 
said, with a p"iive shake of his woolly head. 
"De rebels hab all de roads out heah, and 
dey'll find you Out an' cotch you, suah." 


I pressed on; but the negi-o's warning 
was speedily verified; and, had I been less 
circumspect in my reconnoitering, I should 
have probably reached the Libby again 
befor.-! noon of that day. 
On that road, on 
two other roads that I tried, I discovered at 
a distance mounted patrols or infantrj- 
guards. 
I sat down on some abandoned 
earth-works, and reflected. 
My leg was 
getting painful, and I was in the midst of 
enemies. If x should succeed in paping 
the pickets—and this was not certain—I 
had not the strength nor the endurance to 
lurk in the woods daytimes and prosecute 
my escape nights, as would be necessary. 
There was nothing at the end of this but 
recapture, and the Libby again. 
There 
was no course open to me but to turn back 
into the city and seek my unknown friends. 
I did it with ii heavy heart; yet, as the se- 
quel proved, I was then taking the path 
that led to home and freedom. 


I found the lady's house \A th little diffi- 
culty, and was welcomed in a way that left 
no doubt of her fidelity to the Union cause. 
During the next month, that noble woman 
concealed me, watched over my saf 
and 
at last provided for my transit to our lines, 
in the manner presently to be described. 
But so surprising were the discoveries that 
I made while in this refuge, and so novel 
w ill their relation be to most people at the 
North, that I will pause a moment to speak 
of them. This lady was one of a large num- 
ber of Unionists in Richmond, who, at the 
greatest risk to themselves, were constantly 
engaged in helping the cause. They trans- 
mitted important news to Washington, and 
sought every opportunity to aid our pris- 
oners. 
Her house was the headquarters of 
a branch organization of a loyal league, 
which she told me embraced the names of 
several thousand in the city. 
All of them, 
of course, were not active; but all were 
sympathizers. 
I know it tf be a fact that 
these men had arms con.'ealed in their 
cellars and garrets; and in the previous 
spring, during the Chancellorsville cam- 
paign, when Stoneman was nearing Rich- 
mond with his cavalry, they anxiously 
waited the certainty of his coming to rise, 
arm themselves, open the prison doors, and 
take possession of the city for him. 
But a 
l)remature disclosure of themselves would 
mean instant death; so they were bound to 
gi-eat caution. Those were strange times— 
and stranger than anything I have yet re- 
lated, but still absolutely true—during my 
sojourn at this house I was introduced to 
one oi its visitors, aman in thorough sym- 
pathy with the national cause, who was a 
high official in one of the Confederate bu- 
reaus. 
At his suggestion I accompanied^ 
him one day as an orderly, riding a hor>e 
which Lo provid'?d for me, on a tour of in- 
spection of the defenses of the city. 
The 
party included a board of engineers aud 
several prominent Generals of the Con- 
federacy. 
In view of what happened to me 
afterward, I shudder to think of the risk 
then needlessly taken. 
But my official 
friend was sure that my disguise was abso- 
lutely impenetrable; and the information 
which I acquired during that day's ride was 
of great value to our cause. 
At least ¡Sec- 
retary Stanton told me so when I afterward 
gave him all its details. 


The plan of 
escape which my loyal 
friends had formed was disclosed to me; 
and, though burning with impatience to 
make the trial, I was constrained to take 
their counsel, and bide my time. They de- 
signed to get me a place as driver of oue of 
the wagons of a forage and supply train, 
which was with a large escort to leave the 
city for the Lower Potomac region. 
There 
were difficulties in the way; but so many 
and such influential people were interested 
in the matter, that the good woman was 
confident of success, from the first. In the 
meantime she reported to me everything 
that could be learned around the prison. 
After much excitemcni and no little pro- 
fanity upon the discovery of my escape, 
several squads of cavalry had been dis- 
patched on the north and peninsular roads. 
The search had been prosecuted long and 
far; but not an item of intelligence had 
been brought back. 
Of course, the natural 
inference of Major Turner was that I was 
probably still in Richmond; and thereafter 
redoubled pams were taken by my friends 
to prevent discovery. 
I was only permitted 
to go out after ' nightfall, 
and 
then 
always 
in 
my 
suit 
of 
gray, 
and 
under 
the guidance 
of 
some 
one 
who knew where I could take my exer:-ise 
without danger. 


One morning, the gratifying intelligence 
was brought nii of the escape of Colonel 
Streight and more than'a hundred of my 
late companions, through the tunnel. They 
M-ere hotly chased, by the rebel cavalry, 
over the peninsula; about half of them 
were recaptured, and the others succeeded, 
after dreadful fatigue and exposure, in 
reaching the relief parties that were sent 
out from Fortress Monroe at the first tid- 
iuRS of the escape. 
The near aj)proach of 
Colonel Dahlgren and his little command 
caused the wildest consternation iu the city 
among the Confederates, as well as great ex- 
ultation among iny good friends. 
After 
these occurrences the excitement ran so 
high, and the scyutiny became so rigid, that 
the latter declared that I must defer all 
thoughts of getting away until the depart- 
ure of another train; and this I reluctantly, 
and still wisely, consented to do. 


At last the long-expected day came. 
I 
was furnished with a passport b'^earing the 
name of Moses Parish, a real person, who 
was on the list of drivers, but who was 
unable to go with the train, on account of 
sickness. 
I was to personate him, and all 
that the forethought of myself or my 
friends could provide for as to question's 
that might be asked me on the expedition 
I did not lack. 
I was to go with the 
train as far as it went toward the Poto- 
mac, and then take my chances to desert 
and make my way across 
the 
river. 
It was full of risk— yet what escape from 
captivity is not?—and I may say that it was 
with a light heart that I bade farewell that 
morning to that noble woman and a few 
others of our loyal friends, and walked 
over to the rendezvous. The officer in com- 
mand of the train looked at my passport, 
jand then at my face. I was anticipating ^ 
dosé itonitiny, and I certainly got it.

I was oo well acquainted with that city 
that I could safely make this answer. 


"Ho—you have, have you? We'll see 
about that. Now, my fine fellow, I hap- 
pen to be a Baltimorean myself, and if 
you've been lying to me, I shall fijid it put." 


I saw that I was suspected; but, knowing 
that I was perfectly equal to the catechism 
he proposed, I faced him boldly. 
From 
Druid Hill Park to Patterson Park, and 
from Fort Federal Hill to the Battle Monu- 
ment, he led me all over Baltimore, and 
was not very long in discovering that I 
knew quite as much about that city as he 
did. 


"Well, I can't fool with yon any longer," 
he said, testily. 
"Get up on that v.agon; 
you can drive it, aud take care of the 
mules; but, by 
, if we catch you in any 


tricks, vou'll get a ball through you! 
D'ye 
hear?" 
^ 


"Yes, sir—all right!" I cheerfully re- 
sponded, and climbed up to my seat. 


The train left the city, the empty wagons 
stringing out over a mile of the road, until 
they were closed up, with three companies 
of cavalrj- for escort, and wended slowly 
along toward the Lower Potomac. 
There 
were incident and excitement enough hap- 
pening every day on this tour to make a 
stoi-y of itself; but I must omit everything 
save what related to my own fortunes. We 
crossed several rivers; the water was high, 
and the crossing was usually made on 
boats. 
As we were thus passing the Pa- 
munkey, while I was standing by myself 
and looking into the water, a resounding 
sla]) fell on my shoulder, and a familiar 
voice exclaimed: 


"Halloo, 
Porter! 
why. who'd have 
thought to see you here?" 


My forethought had carefully provided 
for just such an incident as this. 
For a 
week before I left Richmond my friends 
had called me nothing but Mr. Parish, in 
order to familiarize me with the name; and 
I had schooled myself not to betray the 
slightest sign of recognition upon hearing 
my own name. 
I turned now, slowly and 
deliberately. 
There stood my friend, the 
wagon-master, with a simulated smile on 
his face, holding out his hand. 


"That's not my name, sir," I said; "but 
I'm on hand for duty." 


"The deuce it isn't! and the deuce you 
are!" he exclaimed, snappishly. 
"You 
needn't deny the truth, sir; ^'ou are Cap- 
tain Porter, of the Yankee army, who 
escaped from the Libby a few weeks ago.'' 
"No, sir, I am not." • 
"Well, you're a Yankee out of the Libby, 
whatever your name is." 


"No, sir; and I beg you won't accuse 
" 


"O, bosh! don't put on airs with inc. Who 
are you? the truth, mind!" 


"Just what I told you at liichmond, sir. 


My name is Moses Parish; I am from 
" 


"There, there—enough of that stuff! 
If 
you're not a knave, then I'm a fool; we'll 
try to find out which." 


He turned abruptly away. My position 
was now critical indeed, after what had 
happened. 
I might be put under guard at 
any'moment. 
W^e crossed the Mattapony, 
and, after proceeding some distance toward 
the Rappahannock, the train turned down 
the peninsula. 
It was now or never with 
me; every hour now removed me further 
from the Union lines. 
I resolved that I 
would desert the train that night. 


Everj'thing seemed to favor me. 
The 
guards were sleepy; there was no danger 
to 
be 
apprehended 
by 
them 
from 
our troops, in this locality. 
I found it 
easy to slip out with one of my mules. 
I 
led the animal to a safe distance, and then, 
mounting, rode him with all the speed 1 
cou!d get out of him toward the Rappahan- 
nock. 
I reached the river before daylight, 
and with the help of a sympathizing negro 
and his boat I had soon put that stream 
between myself and the train. 
'Jlien away 
I sped to the broad Potomac. 
My flight 
was without an incident worth narrating, 
aud with the friendly help of another 
negro and his skitt' I was ferried across to 
'"God's country." 
It is a very distinct 
memory of that last day of eager hope and 
harassing fear, that when the boat touched 
the shore, I leaped from it—I fell prostrate 
on the sand—I caught up great handfuls of 
it, and cried aloud, "Maryland, my Mary- 
land!" I laughed, danced, and possibly 
wept for joy. 
Safe, safe, thank God! 


A cavalry eamj) iu the vicinity welcomed 
and provided for me all that my imme- 
diate necessities required. 
I felt like hug- 
ging every blue-coat of them. 
With the 
help of the officer in command, I was able 
to reach Washington in a few hours; and I 
had not been in that city a whole day be- 
fore I was closeted with the Secretary of 
War, yiving him a full account of my ex- 
perience. 
I have reason to know that I 
gave him information that was of great im- 
portance to our arms. 


But I should really have liked to hear 
what the rebel train-master beyond the 
Rappahannock said, when he came around 
that morning and found me missing !—

REMINISCEKCES OF PUBLIC 
MEN.

I met Pi of. Agassiz at a dinner given 
in his honor at the honse of Senator 
Morrill, of Vermont. 
Although up- 
ward of sixty years of age, his face 
was rouud and smooth, he had a toler- 
able head of hair, and his small eyes 
twinkled when 
he 
spoke, 
with a 
piquant foreign accent. 
He wa^i re- 
markably genial and earnest in hi.s ap- 
peals to "the Senators and Kepresenta- 
tives present to exempt alcohol used 
for scientific purposes from the revenue 
tax. 


After Tlieobald Wolf Tone, the hrisi 
patriot, perished on the scafibld, his 
son served in the French army during 
three campaigns. 
After the battle oi 
Waterloo he resigned and came to 
Washington city, where he settled with 
his mother at G eorgetown and received 
Government employment. 
He married 
the daughter of Mr, William Sampson, 
who was the eary friend of his father. 
She survived him, and had, in the 
latter years of her life, two large 
trunks filled with manuscripts of the 
greatest value. 
After her death great 
efforts were made to obtain them, but 
without success. 
It is to be feared 
that they were destroyed. 


Next to Mount Vernon, the rural 
home of Washington, where his re- 
mains rest, no spot on this wide conti- 
nent is more consecrated and more ven- 
erated thaa Marshfield, where Daniel 
Webster 
lived, 
and died, 
and was 
buried. 
It was my good fortune to 
visit Marshfield during the lifetimcr of 
its illustrious owner, and to enjoy his 
hospitality. 
It was just sudi an estate 
as "a 
tine old English gentleman" 
would select as a home, comprising 
about 2,000 acres of undulating land on 
the green shore of Marshfield, bor- 
dered on one side by the ocean. 
When 
Mr. Webster began to practice law in 
Boston, he used to go every summer to 
the town of Sandwich, on the Cape, 
and pass several weeks there in shoot- 
ing and fishing. 
The establishment of 
a glass foundry at Sandwich spoiled 
the sports there, and Mr. Webster next 
went to Marshfield, where he had been 
told that the gunning and fishing were 
excellent. He Avas so well pleased with 
the place that he purchased the farm 
of his host, Captain Thomas, whose 
father, Nathaniel Ray Thomas, a noted 
loyalist, had followed the liritish troops 
to Nova Scotia. 
Mr. Webster had the 
Saxon "land greed," and not only en- 
larged the boundaries of the Thomas 
farm, 
but 
greatly improved it. 
He 
increased and resiiscitated 
the 
old 
weather-beaten orchards, and he pro- 
tected his buildings and gardens from 
the cold winds of winter by x)lanting 
belts of forest trees around tlie lawn of 
some twenty acres before his house. 
The seed which produced many of 
these trees was planted by Mr. Web- 
ster's own hands, and other trees were 
sent to him by friends. 
Between the 
buildings and the o.eau were 
three 
l)Onds, fed from springs, the smaller 
ones used by a large number of ducks 
of difierent varieties, while in the larger 
one was a flock of wild geese, well do- 
mesticated, although it was necessary 
to cut off the pinions of their wings to 
keep them from migrating as flocks flew 
overhead in the spring and fall. 


Breakfast, 
in accordance with the 
English custom, was served in a break- 
fast-room which overlooked the ocean, 
and on the walls of which hung a series 
of spirited engravings, representing the 
ditterent phases of a fox hxint. 
The 
cook was a colored woman 
named 
Monica McCarty, who was born and 
raised as the slave of Judge Cranch, of 
Washington. 
Mr. ^^'ebster i)urcha.sed 
her freedom for $L)Oi», with the under- 
standing that she was to work it out. 
He paid her wages, 
however, with- 
out any reference to this indebtedness, 
and as she received many presents 
from the family and visitors, she had, 
wlien Mr. Webster died, about $J,000 
in the savings bank. 
She was certain- 
ly an admirable cook, as every one who 
enjoyed Mr. W^ebster's hospitality could 
testify. 
True, she knew but 
little 
about French dishes, entremets and 
releves, but no one could send to the 
table roast meat, or fish, or game 
cooked better than tliat from the kitch- 
en over which Aunt Monica presided. 
Her bread was remarkably excellent, 
and she was well versed in the art of 
making griddle cakes, waffles, biscuits, 
and other Maryland delicacies. 


In the guest chamber at Marshfield, 
when I was there, was a set of mahog- 
any furniture which had evidently been 
used by Mr. W^ebster at his house in 
Boston, ponderous, and massive, and 
respectable 
in 
appearance, 
as 
was 
its owner. 
But the comfortable bed 
afforded me no morning nap, for soon 
after sunrise there was a rap at the 
door, and a well-known sonorous voice 
asked if I would not like to get up and 
go and see the cattle. 
I, of course, 
hurried on my clothes, and going down 
Into the spacious hall was joined by 
Mr.' W^ebster, who had his trousers 
tucked into a pair of thick, high boots, 
a broad-brimmed felt hat on his head, 
and in his hand a long malaeca staff. 
Going to the barns we found the lore- 
man, Mr. Wright, who seemed to enjoy 
Mr. Webster's entire confidence. 
Tiie 
cows were Devons and Ayrshires, the 
latter breed predominating, with a few 
Alderneys, 
then 
just 
coming into 
fashion, and some Hungarian cattle. 
Mr. Webster rather ajjologized for not 
keeping Shorthorns, but said that the 
soil at jNIarshfield was hardly up to 
the Shorthorn standard. 
While in En- 
gland he had become impressed with 
the value of turnips as food for cattle, 
aud cultivated quite a large crop. 
In- 
deed, all his crops Avere on a larger 
scale than one generally sees in New- 
England. 
He appeared to like (guanti- 
tv as well as quality, and he once told 
Peter Harvey not to speak 
of his 
grounds, saying : "I have no grounds, 
but a farm." 
The hogs were very fine, 
and a family of Chester 
Countv pigs 
appeared to be special favorites with 
their owner, who scratched them with 
his long staff", and pointed out their 
good qualities Avith evident pride. 
The 
walk through the grounds gave me a 
ravenous appetite for breakfast, and 
some blue-fish Avhich Mr. Webster had 
caught the day before tasted better, I 
think, than any dish of fish I have ever 
eaten, and I have eaten a good many. 


After breakfast we went out and sat 
on a rustic fence beneath a magnificent 
elm tree near the house, the limbs of 
which began to shoot out not far above 
the ^ound, and formed a large, sym- 
metrical canopy. 
was soon after the 
nomination of Gen. Taylor, and Mr. 
Webster had not been over pleased 
with the course of the Boston Atlaa, 
with which I was then connected 
as 
its Washington correspondent. 
Some 
of his criticiBms on leading Whip^ who 
Juki deserted Mm at the nominating 
flont^tifm» for ^ ^ luf a of 
Tit-.

It xras at Marshfield that he planned 
many of his most celebrated speeches, 
and it may be well to say that all of 
bis speeches were carefully prepared. 
His famous address on Bunker Hill was 
thought over, it is asserted, while h 
was trout fishing near Marshfield, and 
the following well-known exclamation 
was, it is said, first heard by a couple 
of huge trout, immediately on their be- 
ing transferred to his fishing basket, as 
it subsequently was heard at Bunker 
Hill by many thousands of his fellow- 
citizens: "Venerable men! You who 
have come down to us from a former 
generation. 
Heaven has bounteously 
lengthened out your lives that you 
might behold this joyous day." 


On another occasion, so the story 
goes (when Secretary of State, but at 
home on a brief visit), he happened to 
be out fishing for mackerel in his smack 
off Marshfield. 
The fish were abun- 
dant, and there were quite a number of 
local fishermen on the ground. 
While 
the sport was at its height, however, 
Mr. Webster discovered in the offing, 
rajjidly approaching, what he supposed 
to be a strange sail. 
He questioned 
Seth Peterson in regard to the matter, 
and was convinced that his suspicions 
and fears were correct, whereupon he 
impatiently demanded in what direc- 
tion, with the present wind, the smack 
could sail the fastest. 
The reply was, 
"With her eye toward Provincetown!" 
w'hen Mr. Webster exclaimed, "It's a 
hard ease, skipper, but press forward 
with all speed, for the master of yonder 
vessel is evidently an office-seeker." 
The truth was, there lived a man in the 
neighboi-ing town of Scituate who had 
for months past been bothering him 
for an aj^pointment as a lighthouse 
keeper, so that the fears of the Secre- 
tary were well grounded.

ROBERT G. IMiERSOLL. 


Ptiriraii of the Noted Lawyer and Agnostic. 


The convicted Chicago anarchists have 
lately made an unsuccessful effort to enlist 
the services of Col. Kobert G. IngersoU in 
the legal battle for their lives. He has thus 
far declined to take part in the celebrated 
case, on the ground that he has not 
the 
time to spare. 
Col. Ingersoll is a native of 
Dresden, N. Y., where he was born in 18^- 
"When twelve years old, he accompanied 
his parents to Illinois, where he was edo- 


cated and applied himself to the stndy of 
the law. 
He ran as a Democratic caindi- 
date for Congress in 18(50, but was defeat- 
ed. 
In 1802 he entered the army as Colo- 
nel of a regiment of cavalry, and was taken 
prisoner, but was exchanged.

to civil life he became a Eepublican, and in 
1868 was made Attorney General of Illinois. 
At the Republican convention of 1876 his 
speech, in proposiug Mr. Blaine's name for 
the Presidency, aroused general attention 
for its eloquence, and since that time Col.

Other car- 
riages eontaining reporters and spectators 
followed in this unique ]:rof;e.ssion. 


iSevei-al times the carriage stopped. Then, 
driven by Yankee curiosity, crowds sur- 
rounded it.

language, though he did not know anything 
about either. 
It was the same with language 
as with music; he could read the ideas in the 
mind of another, and the stronger the miud 
the better he could read.

PAST WHO A T T A I N E D A R I P E O L D A G E . 
"It is erroneously siipi)osed that the 
constant wear and tear of au actor's 
calling makes his stay upon the stage 
of life brief compared with the rest of 
humanity in general." 


These words were uttered to a New 
York Mail and Expresi< writer by an 
actor who enjoys a ripe old age. 


"What liave you to prove your as- 
sertion?" 
"Statistics that cannot be 
successfully controverted. I Avill begin 
with some of the most noted actors and 
actresses, and give their ages Avhcn the 
final curtain was run down. 
There was 
Koger Kemble, the fatlier of Cliarles, 
who led a hard life in his youth and 
reached the ripe old age of 81 3-ears. 
Charles Kemble, the father of the bril- 
liant Fanny, was 79 when he passed 
away. The greatest of tliis great family 
iOf actors, John Kemble, gave up the 
¿ghost at 66. He worked hard and ac- 
4îomplished a great deal during his suc- 
cessful career. 
Charles Macklin, the 
great Shy lock, went far over the time 
¡allotted by the Bible and died at 107 
_year8 of age, 
David Garrick, the tra- 
:gedian and comedian, 
woi'e out his 
wonderful vitality at 62. His wife, who 
was a noted danseuse, came witliin 
three years of living a ceutur}-. Thomas 
Betterton, the Drury Lane tragedian, 
•was cai'ried to Westminster Abbey at 
the age of 75, while his contemporavy, 
Thomas Gray, the Covent 
Garden 
clown, reached a century. 
Mrs. Ken- 
dall's mother, who was Mrs. Kobertson, 
was 87 when her summons came. Dow- 
ton, the jolly comedian, was one year 
older than Mrs. Eobertson when his 
humor was snuffed out forever. 
At 80 
Macready ceased to write in his journal 
and joined the choir invisible. Mrs. 
Frances Abington's checkered 
career 
spun out 83 years, and "sweet Kitty 
Clive" was just 74 wlien her bright 
smiles faded forever. 
Miss Foote, who 
became a countess, was considered very 
charming at 70, when she died. Samuel 
Phelps was 70 and Buckstone 78. 
Tlie 
great Sarah Siddons, of whom the poet 
Campbell wrote a biography, attained 
the age of 76. 
Mr. Lester AVallack's 
grandmother, in the paternal line, 
lived to be 90, his uncle Henry to be 
78, and his brilliant father to be 73. 
Jack Johnstone, another 
ancestor of 
Mr. Lester Wallack on the maternal 
flide, was a famous Irish comedian, who 
died at 78. 


"The comedians are long-lived, Henry 
and Thomas Placide were 73; Jack 
Banister, 77; Paul J. Bedfoi'd, 78; Joe 
Cowell, 72 ; William Farren, 75 : Henry 
Sloman, 80; Jamas Quin, the favorite 
of George III., 70; the dashing Liston, 
74; Thomas King, the original Sir 
Peter Teazle, 74; T. P. Cooke, 78, and 
John Collins, an Irish comedian, 70, 
when their deaths occurred. 
James 
H. Hackett, the Falstaff which Shakes- 
peare drew, was over 70, and seemed to 
be in his prime when he obeyed nature's 
call. 
John Brougham, so famous and 
beloved, left us at 70 to sleep in Green- 
wood. 


"Ol>eratic 
artists, danseuses, and 
composers often attain ripe old age. 
Colley Cibber reached 87, 
Reynolds 
77, O'Keefe 86, Mrs. Inchbald 70, 
Sheridan Knowles 79, Samuel Lover 
70, Cumberland 79, Murphy 75, Pierce 
Eagan 77, Charles Dance 70, Sir Henj-y 
Bishop 60, Dr. Arne 70, Ball 84, Myer- 
beer 70, Rossini 75, Haydn 77, and 
Handel 74. 
All these illustrious men 
had something to do with the stage. 
The once famous prima donna, Mme. 
Saporiti added one year to a century, 
and the noted tenor De Rosa was m his 
ninetieth year 
when he died. 
Tam- 
burini's wonderful voice was liushed at 
76, and John Braham's at 79; Mme. 
Pasta, who could look like Norma, died 
at 68, and Henry Phillips, who had a 
rich, deep bass voice, lived until 76. At 
65 Caradori-Allan sung in concerts. 
Mine. Catalani died at 70, Dibdin at 70, 
Fitzball at 71, and Horncastle and In- 
cledon at 70. 
Charlotte Cuslnnan was 
near upon the seventies when she left 
the record of her noble life behind. 
George Hollard passed away at 79. 
. Among the profession still alive, hale 
and hearty, but ui> in years, are John 
Gilbert, William Warren, Mrs. John 
Prow, John E. Ov^ens, Joe Jefferson, 
Stoddart, C. W. Couldock, Charles

riicai) White Sponges. 


It is well to be econon^ical, but ther« 
is no economy in buying certain articles 
because they are offered at low prices. 
Attention has frequently been called, for 
instance, to the white sponges which 
are offered for sale by street peddlers 
and at cheap fancy-goods shops. To 
begin with, they are not what they are 
represented to be, namely, fine sponges. 
On the contrary, they are very coarse, 
as a rule, their high color being due to 
a liberal use of chloride of lime. 
There 
would be no harm in this artificial 
bleaching process were the salt entirely 
washed out of the sponge by soaking it 
in clear water or by a solution of anti- 
chlorine. 
But this is not done, as your 
nose will tell you, and the result' has 
been that people who have used the 
sponges for toilet purposes have been 
affected with inflamed and smarting 
eyes. 
Concerning the use of chloride 
of lime by these dealers in cheap 
sponges, a story is told by a New York 
paper that it is to disinfect the sponges, 
a necessary process, because of the pre- 
vious uses to which they have been de- 
voted—washing wounds on hospital pa- 
tients, and other nameless, but imagin- 
able service. It is difficidt to believe 
that the hosfrital authorities would 
permit sponges once used by them 
to be disposed of at any price, B\it 
the sale of them by thoughtless, if 
not unprincipled, servants^ could easily 
be effected without the knowledge of 
the supervisors of a hospital. 
Even if 
they are not sold by servants, they may, 
sooner or later, reach the rag-picker's 
hook, and from that pass to the bleach- 
kettle. 
The place to put them where 
they will do the least harm is the boiler 
furnace.

Scarcely a day passes that the press 
does not contain an item from some part 
of the Union illustrating the evils that 
grow out of the reading of pernicious 
papers and stories by children. 
Prob- 
ably not one instance of depravity in a 
thousand resulting from such literature 
gets into print. 
Gii-ls and young wo- 
men are doubtless afi'ected more than 
are boys and young men, because they 
have more time to read and less em- 
ployment to divert their 
minds into 
useful and instructive channels. 


I t would be a great exaggeration 
to 
say that all or nearly all readers of 
dime novels and flashy, sensational jja- 
pers and magazines go to the bad. 
A 
very large proportion do not become 
criminals or descend into the slums, but 
their views of the responsibilities and 
duties of life become dwarfed or dis- 
torted so as to render them 
unhappy, 
and they become the cause of much un- 
happiness to all connected with them, 
either in the family circle or among 
friends. 


I t is not necessary that young people, 
and children especially, should 
have 
their reading 
matter 
limited to the 
goody-goody books that in some re- 
spects 
are as objectionable as 
dime 
novels. 
There 
are 
many 
excellent 
books, magazines, and papers now pub- 
lished especially for young people that 
are not only highly interesting but are 
instructive, and tend to develop 
the 
moral character as well as the mind. 


It is the dut}-^ of parents to know what 
their children—small or large—read, to 
forbid the reading of objectionable mat- 
ter, and to provide for them wholesome 
literature. 


The daily as well as the 
popular 
weekly paper is largely read by chil- 
dren and youths. 
While it is objected 
that much is published in such pajjers 
that should be kept from the eyes of 
children, it is the duty of parents to 
teach them to separate the good from 
the bad.

even 
though that delay should imply 
no suspicion of negligence on the part 
of the railroad company. 
A Parisan 
buys a ticket to Brussels, steps by mis- 
take into a Havre train, discovers his 
blunder at the next station, and 
buys 
an 
insui-ance 
ticket before venturing 
to start in the 
right 
direction. 
The 
Brussels road may be safest in Europe, 
but he accepts his mistaken as a hint that 
Providence interfered 
to 
"head 
him 
back," as the Texans would express it. 
It may be a "Avarning," and he 
AA ants 
his family to be on tlie safe side. 
Nine 
out of ten 
gamblers 
are 
biased 
by 
similar misgiAings. 
There are roulette- 
players Avho Avill quit the table in 
de- 
ference to the warning of an "unlucky 
number." 
Others Avill snatch ofi" his 
money 
at 
once if 
a fellow-gambler 
should happen to put his stake on the 
same chance ; "loaded cards break. " 
A 
big hit, too, is accepted as a hint 
that 
bad luck has reached its climax and is 
about 
to change. 
Intrepid 
roughs, 
business men of an otherwise consistent 
rationalism, 
own the influence of for- 
bodings ; the traveler Gerstaecker men- 
tions a big-footed Arkansas backwoods- 
man who amazed him by the confession 
that "he was always looking for trouble 
after hearing the Avhistle of a kildeer," 
a sort of small sandpiper. 
The philoso- 
phers of antiquity, historians who never 
waste 
a Avord 
on the 
mythological 
nursery tales of their countrymen, think 
it necessary to mention the omina 
pre- 
ceding every critical event in the history 
of their nations.—Prof. 
Oswald,

Rev. ]>r. T. I>e Witt Talmage's 
Sermon on Chiircli At- 
tendance. 


Should thè Wife Go with the Husband 
or the Hnsband with the 
Wife! 


The text was from Genesis, xiii. 8, 9. 
"Let there be no strife, I pray thee, be- 
tween me and thee, and between my herd- 
mtn and thy herdmen. 
Is not the whole 
land before thee?" Dr. Talmage said: 


Uncle and nephew, Abram and Lot, both 
pious, both millionaires, and with such 
large flocks of bleating sheep and lowing 
entile that their herdmen got into a fight, 
perhaps about the best pasture, or about 
the best water privilege, or because the COAV 
of one got hooked by the horns of the 
other. 
Not their poverty of oiiportunity, 
but their wealth, M as the cause of con- 
troversy 
between these two men. 
To 
Abram, the glorious old Bedouin sheik, 
Buch controA'ersy seemed absurd. 
It Avas 
like 
tAvo ships quarreling for sea room in 
the middle of the Atlantic Ocean. 
There 
was a vast reach of country, corn-iields, 
vineyards, harvests and plenty of room in 
illimitable acreage. 
"Now," says Abram: 
"Let us agree to differ. Here are the 
mountain districts, swept by the tonic and 
sea breeze, and with Avide reaching pros- 
pect, or there is the plain of the Jordan, 
with tropical luxuriance. 
Yon may have 
either." Lot, who Avas not as lich as Abrtun. 
and might haA'e been expected to take the 
second choice, made the first selection, 
and with a modesty that must have made 
Abram sndle, said to him: 
"You may have 
the rocks and the fine prospect; I A\'ÌU take 
the valley of Ihe Jordan, with all its 
luxuriance of corn-fields, and the river to 
water the fiocks, and the genial climate, and 
the wealth immeasurable." 
So the con- 
troversy was forever settled, and great 
Bouled Abram carried out the Bu^gestion of 
the text: 
"Let there bo no Btrife, I pray 
thee, between me and thee, and between 
my herdmen and thy herdmen. 
Is not the 
whole land before thee?" 


Well, in this, the last quarter of the nine- 
teenth century, and in this beautiful laud, 
which was called America, after Amerieus 
Vespucius, but ought to have been called 
Columbia, after its discoverer, Columbus, 
we have a wealth of religious privileRo and 
opportunity that is positively beAvildering. 
Churches of all styles and creeds, and of 
all styles of governments, and all styles of 
worship, and all styles of architecture. 
What opulence of ecclesiastical 
oppor- 
txmity! 
NOAV, Avhile in desolate regions 
there may be only one church, and it nmst 
be that or nothing, in the opulent districts 
of this country, there is such a profusion 
that there ought to be no ditficulty in mak- 
ing a selection. 
No fight about vestments, 
or between liturgical or non-liturgical ad- 
herents or as to baptismal modes, or a hand- 
ful of water as compared Avith a riverfnl. If 
Abram prefers to dAvell in the lieichts. 
where he can only set a sprinkling from 
the clouds, let him consent that Lot have 
all the Jordan in Avhich to immerse 
him- 
self. 
"Let there be no strife, I pray thee, 
between iheo and me, and between thy 
herdmen and my herdmen. 
Is not the 
whole land before thee?" 


Especiully is it unfortunate Avhen fami- 
lies allow, at the breakfast, or dining,', or 
tea table, anizry discussion as to Avhich is 
the best church or denomination, one at 
one end of the table savin,q- he could not 
endtire the rii^id doctrines of Presbyteriiin- 
ism, one at the other end respondinf,' that 
ehe ne\'er conld stand the forms of Episco- 
pacv, and one at one side of the table say- 
ing he dia not understand how anybody 
could bear the noise in the ]\Iethodist 
Church, nnd another declaring all the 
Baptists bigots. 
There are huT;dreds of 
families hopelessly split on ecolesiasticisin; 
and in the middle of every discussion on 
such subjects there ifi a kindling of indig- 
nation, and it needs some old father Abram 
to come and put his foot on the loaded 
fuse before the explosion takes place, and 
say: 
"Let there be no strife, I pray thee, 
between me and thee, and between my 
herdmen and thy herdmen. 
Is not the 
whole land before thee?" 


I undertake a subject never before under- 
taken in any pulpit, for it is an exceed- 
ingly delicate subject, and if not rightly 
handled might give E;erious oflFense; but I 
approach it without the slightest trepida- 
tion, for I am sure I have the Divine di-' 
rection in the matters I propose to present. 
It is a tremendous qitestion, asked ail over 
Christendom, often asked with tears and 
sobs and heart-breaks, and involving the 
peace of families, the eternal happiness of 
many souls: 
In matters of church attend- 
ance Bhould the wife go with the husband, 
or the husband go with the wife? 


First, remember^that all the evangelical 
churches have enough truth in them to 
save the soul and prepare lis for happiness 
on earth an(f in heaven. 
I Avill go with 
you into any 
well-selected 
theological 
library, and I will show you sermons from 
ministers in all denominations that set 
forth man as a sinner and Christ as a de- 
liverer from sin and sorrow. 
That is the 
whole gospel. 
Get that into your soul and 
you are fitted for the here and the here- 
after. 
The world has twenty-six letters in 
its alphabet, and there are only two letters 
in the gospel alphabet—S and C; S stand- 
ing for our sin, C standing for Christ, our 
rescue, blessed be His glorious name for- 
ever! 
In any 
church where you can 
thoroughly learn these tAvo letters, and all 
they stand for, you ought to be edified and 
happy. 
There are differences, we admit, 
and some denominations Ave like better 
than others. 
But suppose three or four of 
us make solemn agreement to meet each 
other a week from now in Chicago on im- 
portant business, and one coes by the New 
York Central llailway, another by the Erie 
Bailroad, another by the Baltimore and 
Ohio Bailroad. 
One goes this way, be- 
cause the mountains are grander; another 
takes this, because the cars are more 
luxurious; another that, because the speed 
is greater; another takes the other, becalise 
he has long been accustomed to that route, 
and all the employes are familiar. 
So far 
as our engagement to meet is concerned, it 
makes no difference if we only get there. 
Now, any one of the innumerable evangel- 
ical denominations, if you practice its 
teachings—although some of their trains 
run on a broad gauge, and some on a nar- 
row gauge—will bring you out at the city of 
the New Jerusalem. 


It being evident that you will be safe in 
any of the evangelical denominations, I 
proceed to remark, first: If one of the 
married couple be a Christian and the other 
not, the one a Christian is bound to go 
anyAvhere to a church where the uncon- 
verted companion is willing to go, if he or 
she will go to no other. 
You, of the con- 
nubial partnership, are a Christian. 
You 
are safe for the skies. 
Then it is your first 
duty to secure the eternal safety of your 
lifetime associate. 
Is not the everlasting 
welfare of your wife impenitent, or your 
husband impenitent, of more importance 
than your church relationship? 
Is not the 
residence of your companion for the next 
quadrillion of years a mightier considera- 
tion to you than the gratification of your 
ecclesiastical taste for forty or fifty years? 
A man or a woman that would stop half a 
minute to weigh preferences as to whether 
he or she had better go with the uncon- 
verted companion to this or that church or 
denomination has no religion at all, and 
never has had, and 1 fear never will have. 
You are loaded up with what you suppose 
to be religion, but you are like Capt. Fro- 
bisher, who brought back from his voyage 
of discovery a shipload of What he supposed 
valuable minerals, yet instead of 
being 
silver and gold, were nòthiiìR but common 
stones of thè field, to be hiirlad out finally 
a|i useless. Mighty God! In all Thy realm 
Is thére one man or woman professing re- 
llglOB* jst «6 iMidL'id iiafiitsd, so fw 
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tectnre, or its uncomfortable crowding, and 
goes not to any house of worship, but 
would go if yju would accompany him 
somewhere else, change your church re- 
lations. 
Take your hymii book home with 
you to-day. 
Say good-by to your friends 
in the neighboring pews, and go with him 
to any one of a hundred churches, till his 
soul is saved and he joins you in the march 
to heaven. 
More imporlaiat than that ring 
on the third finger of your left hand, it is, 
that your Heavenly Fiither command the 
angel of mercy concerning your husband at 
his conversion, as in the parable of old: 
"Put a ring on his hand." 


No letter of more importance ever came 
to the great city of Corinth, situated on 
what was called the "Bridge of the Sea," 
and glistening with sculptvu-e, and gated 
with a style of brass the magnificence of 
which the following ages have not been 
able successfully to imitate, 
and over- 
shadowed by the Acro-Corinthus, a fort- 
ress of rock 2,000 feet high—I say no 
letter ever came to that great city of more 
importance than the letter in which Paul 
puts the tAvo startling questions: "What 
knowest thou, oh wife, Avhether thou shalt 
save thy husband? Or how knowest thou, 
oh man, whether thou shalt save thy wife?" 
The dearest sacrifice on the part of the one 
is cheap if it rescue the other. 
Belter go 
to the smalltst, Aveakest, most insiguificant 
church on earth,and be copartners in eternal 
bliss, than pass your earthly membership 
in most gorgeously attractive church Avhile 
your companion stays outside of evangelical 
privilege. 
Better have the drowning saved 
by a scow or a sloop than let him or her go 
down Avhile you sail by in the gilded cabins 
of a Biitannic or a Great Eastern. 


Second remark: 
If both of the married 
couple be Christians, but one is so nat- 
urally constructed that it is impossible to 
enjoy the service« of a particular denom- 
ination, nnd the other is not so sectarian or 
])unctiliouB, let the one less particular go 
with the other who in very particular. 
As 
for myself, I feel as much at home in one 
denomination of evangelical Chriatians as 
another, and I think I must haA-e been born 
very near the line. 
I like the solemn roll 
of the Episcopal liturgy, and I like the 
spontaneity of the Methodists, and I like 
the importance given to the ordinance of 
Baptism liv the Baptists, and I like the 
freedom of the Congregationalists, and I 
like the goAernment and the sublime doc- 
triue of the Presbyterians, and I like many 
of the others just as 
good 
as 
any I 
have 
mentioned, 
and 
I could happily 
live 
nnd 
die, 
and 
preach, 
and 
be 
buried 
from any 
of them. 
But others 
are born with so stout and unbending and 
inexorable a liking for some denomination 
that it is a positive necessity they have the 
advantage of that one. 
What they were 
intended to be 
in 
ecclesiasticism was 
Avritten in the sides of their cradle, if the 
father and mother had eyes keen enough 
to see it. 
They Avould not stop crying 
until they had put into their hands as play- 
things a Westminster Catechism or the 
Thirty-nine Articles. 
The Avhole current 
of their temperament and thought and 
character runs into one sect of religionists 
as naturally as the James lUver into the 
Chesapeake. It Avould be a torture to such 
persous to be anything outside of that one 
church. Now, let the Avife or husband who 
is nc>t so constructed sacrifice the milder 
preference for the one more infie:;ible nnd 
religious. 
Let the «rapevine follow the 
rugosities and siuuosilies of the oak or 
hickory. 
Abram, the richer in Hocks of 
Christian grace, should say to Lot, Avho is 
1 uilt on a smaller scale: 
"Let there be no 
strife, I pray thee, between me and thee, 
and between my herdmen and thy herd- 
men. 
Is not the v.hole land before theeV" 
As you can be edified and hap])y anywhere, 
go with your conii)anion to the church to 
Avhich he or she must go or be miserable. 


liemark the third: 
If both the manied 
couple are very strong in their sectarian- 
isms, let them attend the different churches 
prefeired. 
It is not necessarv that you at- 
tend the same church. Beligion is between 
your conscience and your (iod. 
Like 
Al)rani and Lot, agree to differ. When on 
Sabljath morning you come out of the door 
of your home together, and one goes one 
way and the other the other, heartily Avisli 
each other a good sermon and a time of 
profitable devotion, and when j'ou meet 
again at the noonday repast let it be evi- 
dent each to each, and to your children, 
and to the hired help, that you haA'e both 
been on the Mount of Transfiguration, al- 
though you went up by different paths', 
and that you have both been fed by the 
bread of life, though kneaded by different 
hands, in different trays, and baked in dif- 
ferent ovens. 
' 
"But hoAv about the children?" ^ am 
often asked by hundreds of parents. 
Let 
them also make their choice. 
They will 
grow up with reverence for both the de- 
nominations represented by father and 
mother, if you, by holy lives, commend 
those denominations. 
If the father lives 
the better life, they will have the more 
favorable opinion of his denomination. 
If 
the mother lives the better life, they will 
have the more favorable opinion of her de- 
nomination. 
And some 
day both the 
parents will, for at least one service, go to 
the same church. 
The neighbors will say; 
"I wonder Avhat is going on to-day, for 1 
saAv our neighbor and his wife, who always 
go to different churches, geing arm in arm 
to the same sanctuary?" 
Well, I will tell 
you what has brought them together, arm 
in arm, to the same altar. 
Something very 
important has happened. 
Their son is to- 
day uniting with the church. 
He is stand- 
in« in the Msle taking the vows of a Chris- 
tian. He had been somewhat Avayward, and 
gave father and mother a good deal of 
anxiety, but their prayers have been an- 
swered in his con version, and as he stands in 
the aisle and the minister of religion says: 
"Do you consecrate yourself to the God 
who made and redeemed you, and do yon 
promise to serve him all your days?" and 
with manly voice he answers "I 
do." 
There is an April shower in the pew where 
father and mother sit, and a rainbow of 
joy which arches both their souls, that 
makes all differences of creed infinitesimal. 
And the daughter who had been very 
worldly, and gay, and thoughtless, puts 
her life on the altar of consecration, and 
as the sunlight of that Sabbath streams 
through the church window and falls upon 
her brow and cheek, she looks like their 
other daughter, whose face was lumined 
with the brightness of another world, on 
the day when the Lord took her into His 
heavenly keeping years ago. 


I should not wonder if, after all, these 
parents pass the evening of their life in 
the same church, all differences of church 
preference overcome by the joy of being 
in the house of God, where their children 
were prepared for usefulness and heaven. 


But I can give you a recipe for ruining 
your children. 
Angrily contend in the 
household that your church is right and the 
church of your companion is wrong. Bring 
sneer and caricature to emphasize your 
opinions, and your children will make up 
their minds that religion is a sham, and 
they will have none of it. 
In the northeast 
storm of domestic controversy, the rose of 
Sharon and the lily of the valley will not 
grow. 
Fight about apostolic succession, 
fight about election ard free agency, fight 
about baptism, fight about the bishopric, 
fight about goAvn and surplice, and the re- 
ligious prospects of your children will be 
left dead on the field. You will be as un- 
fortunate as Charles, Duke of Burgundy, 
who in battle lost a dinmond the value of a 
nation, for in your fight you Avill lose the 
jewel of salvation for your entire house- 
hold. 
This is nothing against the adA'ocacy 
of your own religious theories. 
Use ail 
forcible argument, brintr all telling illus- 
tration, array all demonstratlA'e facts, but 
let there be no acerbity, no stinging retort, 
no mean insinuation, no superciliousness, 
as though all others were wrong and you 
infallibly right. 


Take a hint 
from astronomy. . The 
Ptolemaic system made the earth the cen- 
ter of the solar system, and everything was 
thought to torn round the earth. But the 
Copovnicski. sjrfteni «ain«t and made the 


Scripture: "Thy commandments are ex- 
ceeding broad." Let no man crowd onto 
a path like the bridge A1 Sirat. which the 
Mohammedan thinlis leads from this world 
OA'er the abyss of hell into paradise, the 
breadth of the bridge less than the Aveb of 
a starved spider or the edge of a sword or 
razor, off the edges of which many fall. 
No; while the way is not wide enough to 
take with us any of our sins, it is wide 
enough for all Christian believers to pasi 
without peril into everlasting safety. 


But do not any of j'ou depend upon what 
you call a sound creed for salvation. 
A 
man may own all the statutes of the State 
of New York, and yet not be a lawyer; and 
a man may own all the best medical treat- 
ises, and not be a physician; ond a man 
may own all the best works on painting and 
architecture, and not be either painter or 
architect; and a man may own ail the 
sound creeds in the world, and yet not be 
a Christian. 
Not what you haA-e in your 
head and on your tongue, but in your 
heart and in your life, will decide 
every- 
thing. 


In olden times in England, before the 
modern street-lamps were invented, every 
householder was expected to have a lan- 
tern suspended in front of his house, and 
the cry of the watchmen in London as they 
went along at eventide was "Hang out your 
lights ! " Instead of disputing in yonr home 
about the different kinds of lantern, as a 
watchman on the walls of Zion I cry: '"Lot 
your light so sbine before men that they, 
seeing your good works, may glorify your 
father which is in heaven." 
Hang out 
your lights! 
You may have a thousand 
ideas about religion, and yet not the great 
idea of pardoning mercy. 
It is not the 
number of your ideas, but the greatness of 
tbern. 
A mouse hath ten offspring in her 
nest, while the lioness hath one in her lair. 
All ideas about forms and ceremonies and 
chnrcli government put tocelher are not 
Avorth the one idea of getting to heaven 
yourself and taking your family Avith you. 


But do not reject Christianity, as many 
do, because there are so many 
sects. 
Standing in Westminster Hotel, London, I 
looked out of the win low and saw three 
clocks, as near as I can remember, one on 
the Parliament HtjU'^e, another on 
St. 
Margaret's Chapel, another on Westminster 
Abbey, and they were all different. C)iie 
said 12 o'clock at noon, another said 11:55. 
another said 12;()t;. I might as Avell have 
concluded that there is no such thing as 
time, because the three time-pieces Avere 
different, as for you to conclude that there 
is no such thing jîS pure Christianity l)e- 
cause the churches differ in their statement 
of it. 
It is about 12 o'clock noon, of the 
glorious Gos])el dispensation, although the 
church clccks s r.!:. v,1,:,t differ, and under 
the present Ijght you have no excu'^e for 
neglecting your duty because you do not 
like that. 
"How shall Ave es(;ape if we 
neglect so great sah-ation?" 


But let us all rejoice that, although part 
of our family may Avorship on eiirth in one 
church, and part in another church, or 
boA\'ed at the same altars, it must be in a 
compromise of preferences, Ave are, if re- 
deemed, on the Avay to a perfect church, 
Avhere all our ])references wiil bo fully 
gratified. 
Great 
cathedral of eternity, 
Avith arches of amethysts, and pillars of 
sapphire, and floors of emerald, and win- 
dows aglow with the sunrise of heaven! 
AVhat Avide aisles, spacious enough to allow 
empires to enter! 
What amphitheatres of 
piled-up splendor, gallery above gaiery, 
j'rinepss and j rinci>sses, kings and (jueens 
bending over them! 
What 
stupendous 
towers, 
Avith chimes angels hoisted and 
aiigel rung! 
What myriads of worshipers, 
Avhite robed and coroneted! What an oflit i- 
ator at the altar, even "the groat high jniest 
of our profession!" 
What Avails, hung 
with the captured shields and tlags, by the 
church militant passed up to be chun-h 
triumphant! 
What doxologies of ail na- 
tions! Coronet to coronet, CA'inbal to cym- 
bal, harp to harp, organ to organ! 
Pull 
out the tremulent stoj) to recall the suffer- 
ings ])ast! Pull out the trumpet sto]) to 
celebrate the victory!

The Ledger 
also paid 
Fanny 
F e r n 
an 
enormous 
price 
for 
her 
Avritings. 
She was engaged to Avrite 
several columns a Aveek at $100 a col- 
umn.

and others received almost equal pay 
for their contributions. 
Mrs. E. D. X. 
Southworth, 
the 
most 
noted 
lÎA'ing 
writer for story-papers, receiA-es $10,000

She keeps a story running 
throughout the year, but she is so pro- 
litie Avith the pen that she could till half

Mrs. Jones is our most 
imaginative Avriter. 
The scenes of her 
stories are invariably laid in N C A V York, 
London, or Paris, and the accuracy of 
her descriptions is remarkable, when we 
remember that she has never been north 
of I Mason and Dixion's line. 
She lives 
in Staiford County, Va., 
and, having 
been an invalid most of her life, has 
seldom been fifty miles 
from 
home. 
The other regular contributors receive 
salaries ranging from $3,000 to $1,000 a 
year. 
This may not sound tempting to 
youthful aspirants, who tliink they can 
make a speedy fortune with their pens, 
but it is as much as the average 
liter- 
ary 
man 
earns 
in 
other 
paths 
of 
literature.—New York 
World.

The lineman is called 
up and told where the trouble is. 
He

News comes from Florida, where the re- 
cently capturea Apaches are in prison, that 
Geronimo, the bloodthirsty chief of the 
band, is suffering from a lung affection that 
is extremely liable to tum into hasty con- 
sumption. 
In that event nature may solve 
a problem that the administration is puz- 
zled over. What to do with Geronimo is a 
matter that is sorely trying the wits of

the high officials at Washington. 
The 
people of Arizona are clamoring for his 
scalp. 
Under the terms of capitulation it 
appears that (ien. Miles promised the old 
fellow his life. 
Here is Avhere the rub 
comes. 
Geronimo is a half-t>reed Mexi- 
can, and is about 50 years old. 
He was 
captured and adojjted by the Mexicans 
when a mere child. 
His health at present 
is said to be vtry delicate.

The fate of the Indians captured in the 
Miles campaign is p.ractically settled. 
It 
Avas not decided Avhen they Avere tirst sent 
East whether any of them would be tried 
for crimes or not. 
The President has ex- 
amined the case very carefull}', and has 
come to the conclusioa that life contine- 
ment for all of these Iiidians in Florida, 
Avhere they can do no harm, Avill be the 
most thorough 
punisbment which can be 
visited upon them. 
It is the only practical 
Avay by which they can be punished. If the 
criminals among them Avere to be singled 
out no military commission would have any 
authority to try them. 
They Avouhl have to 
be turned over to the civil authorities in the 
place where the crimes Avere committed. 
It would be a travestv on justice to have 
these Indians tried in Arizona and New 
Mexico. Ther.' is not a Avhite man in either 
one of those Territories AAho could sit in a 
case involving the rights of an Indian Avith 
any kind of fairness. 
The conviction of 
the criminals would leave their families 
untouched. 
These families would train up 
children to revenge the death of 
those 
who Avere punished, and the result Avould 
be a continuation of the outrages which for 
years have made life and property so inse- 
cure in the two Territories. As a matter of 
fact, the five hundred Indians transferred 
to Florida have been sentenced to a linger- 
ing death. 
Thoy have been brought up in 
the mountain coimtries. accustomed to 
freedom in the pure, cold air of high alti- 
tudes. 
Their confinement in the Avarm 
climate of FIrrida Avill simply result in 
their dying otf like po many sheep.

perienced army officers do not think that 
there will be one of them alive at the end 
of the next five vears.
